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1)  Roll  Call 

The  following  CAC  members,  constituting  a  quorum,  were  present:  Richard  Coffin,  Chooi  Eng 
Grosso,  Katherine  Howard,  Clayton  Mansfield,  Irwin  Phillips,  Michele  Stratton,  and  Sandra 
Treacy.  Ann  Lanzerotti  and  Tomasita  Medal  were  absent.  There  being  a  quorum,  chair  Michele 
Stratton,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:10  P.M. 

2)  Approval  of  Minutes 

Kathy  Howard  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  minutes  of  March  3,  2004.  Under  item  #5,  the 
penultimate  sentence  of  the  public  comment  by  Jennifer  Myers,  it  should  be  added,  "when  there 
is  no  need."  On  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  unanimously  approved  was  RESOL  VED  to 
approve  the  minutes. 

3)  Approval  of  Bylaws 

A  motion  was  made  to  approve  the  Bylaws  and  Chair  Stratton  opened  the  item  up  for  discussion. 
There  were  several  recommended  amendments  considered  and  discussed  by  the  committee.  With 
a  motion  on  the  table,  public  comment  was  heard. 

Jennifer  Myers  (Richmond  District  Resident):  Article  II.  The  bylaws  should  state  that  the 
committee  would  represent  the  public  to  the  Concourse  Authority,  including  public  comment. 
The  CAC  is  an  intermediary.  Mr.  Phillips  was  concerned  about  requiring  two  written  reports:  the 
public  comment  and  the  minutes.  After  discussion,  it  was  clarified  that  public  comments  will  be 
included  in  the  written  minutes,  which  are  passed  on  to  the  Concourse  Authority. 

Ellen  Leiber  (Advisor  to  the  Fine  Arts  Museum):  Seniors  and  people  with  limited  access  need  to 
be  mentioned  in  the  bylaws. 

Greg  Miller  (Richmond  District  Resident):  Due  to  the  infrequency  of  the  CAC  meetings  and  the 
restraints  of  the  Sunshine  laws,  it  is  important  that  the  bylaws  contain  a  liberal  policy  as  to  how 
agenda  items  are  placed  on  the  agenda. 

Steve  Willis:  A  section  with  a  requirement  that  questions  by  the  public  must  be  answered  by  the 
next  meeting  should  be  added. 

Katherine  Roberts  (Trees  Not  Cars):  Duties  should  make  reference  to  Section  8  regarding 
alternative  access. 

Jennifer  Myers  asked  how  citizens  can  get  items  onto  the  agenda.  Michele  Stratton  answered  that 
the  agenda  is  created  by  the  CAC. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  the  bylaws  were  adopted  as  written  with  amendments  to 
Sections  11,2;  rV,2;  and  V,3,  5  and  6  .  All  in  favor,  none  opposed. 

4)  GGPCA  REPORT 

Executive  Director  Ellzey  reported  on  the  status  of  the  construction  and  schedule.  On  April  9th, 
15  trees  were  prematurely  cut  down  for  which  the  Concourse  Authority  takes  full  responsibility. 


Although  the  trees  were  posted  for  removal,  the  Authority  should  have  waited  until  construction 
began  in  the  area  before  cutting  down  the  trees  in  that  area.  He  said  that  no  more  trees  would  be 
cut  in  the  area  near  the  Academy  of  Sciences,  until  necessary  for  construction  on  the  south  pod. 
Meanwhile,  trees  are  continuing  to  be  relocated  to  areas  within  the  Park.  26  trees  will  be 
transplanted  in  the  next  week.  All  usable  trees  will  be  saved.  He  also  stated  that  500  new  trees 
will  be  planted  as  part  of  the  entire  project. 

The  location  of  the  fencing  at  the  west  edge  of  the  Concourse  had  been  moved  to  between  the 
bandshell  and  the  first  line  of  trees,  so  that  citizens  can  continue  to  use  the  bandshell.  However,  it 
became  necessary  to  close  the  bandstand  due  to  a  public  safety  hazard.  A  rosette  had  fallen  and 
the  area  will  be  reopened  after  an  inspection  deems  the  area  safe. 

John  Farley  (RecPark):  A  historical  architect  consultant  has  been  hired  to  inspect  the  bandshell, 
to  see  if  it  can  be  reopened.  They  are  also  saving  as  many  palm  trees  as  they  can. 

Michael  Ellzey:  The  Concourse  Authority  is  concerned  about  public  safety  and  is  working  on  an 
improved  access  plan. 

There  have  been  several  reports  of  vandalism  on  the  site. 

Public  Comment: 

Dorthy  Dietz:  Doesn't  believe  that  15  trees  were  "accidentally"  cut.  The  Park  is  under  attack.  If 
the  de  Young  were  built  in  Europe,  people  would  be  outraged.  Once  this  is  completed,  it  cannot 
be  undone.  If  this  (the  project)  needs  to  be  done,  the  Authority  must  be  competent. 

Irena  Reed  (A  sixth-generation  San  Franciscan):  The  initial  Park  planners  had  great  foresight 
when  they  began  Golden  Gate  Park.  It  did  not  include  a  parking  lot.  The  Authority  is  proceeding 
as  if  it  (the  garage)  was  a  done  deal  and  it  is  not.  Construction  should  not  go  on. 

Jeff  Myers  (Richmond  District  Resident):  As  a  North  Park  resident,  he  crosses  the  Park 
frequently  to  the  south  side.  Currently,  there  is  no  designated  walkway.  It  is  very  difficult  even 
if  one  knows  the  Park  well.  Signs  should  be  put  up  where  there  are  paths  across  the  park.  He 
believes  that  Mr.  Ellzey's  report  to  be  misleading. 

Katherine  Roberts:  I  am  the  person  in  the  lawsuit,  but  litigation  did  not  derail  the  construction. 
The  City  brought  the  lawsuit  itself  in  a  validation  suit. 

Sue  Vaughn:  Opposes  the  garage.  It  is  an  edifice  to  the  folly  of  our  life  style.  Why  is  there  a 
black  cover  on  the  fence?  It  keeps  the  public  from  seeing  what  is  going  on.  The  CAC  needs  to 
oversee  funding. 

Mike  Wiggins  (Swinerton  Project  Manager):  replied  that  the  cover  on  the  fence  is  normal  practice 
for  dust  control.  He  said  that  he  would  be  glad  to  remove  the  sheeting,  if  that  is  what  everyone 
wanted.  Public  consensus  was  in  favor  of  removing  the  sheeting. 

Chris  Duderstadt  (A4GGP):  Stated  that  he  had  entered  into  the  Concourse.  After  being  struck  by 
a  car,  he  was  rightfully  upset.  Ms.  Duffey  was  rude  to  him.  He  has  spoken  to  Nancy  Conner  and 
could  not  get  anyone  to  listen  to  him.  There  was  an  extremely  dangerous  situation  before  the 
screen  was  pulled  back  to  allow  for  visibility  for  passing  the  construction  site. 

Spencer  Sideman  (Inner  Sunset  resident):  Commented  on  Mr.  Ellzey's  comments  about  the 
public  trespassing  onto  the  site,  "  trespass  invites  trespass."  He  also  asked:  how  long  would  the 
site  be  a  danger  zone?  Mike  Ellzey  said  that  the  construction  is  scheduled  until  Fall  '05. 


Carolyn  Blair  (San  Francisco  Tree  Council):  Asked  for  confirmation  that  26  trees  are  being 
relocated  and  if  they  were  all  palms  except  one.  She  asked  that  the  construction  company  be 
fined  if  they  removed  the  wrong  trees. 

Darcy  Conn:  Asked  if  anyone  from  RecPark  is  on  site  to  monitor  the  tree  program.  Mr.  Ellzey 
replied  that  they  are  monitoring  the  progress. 

Josh  Hart:  The  SFBC  opposes  the  garage  project,  but  respects  the  process.  The  actions  of  the  past 
few  weeks  have  created  doubt  and  resentment  and  also  the  fact  that  the  construction  has 
continued.  Now  there  is  not  much  public  confidence. 

5)   Construction  Monitoring  Program 

Ms.  Marilyn  Duffey  described  her  background  and  the  environmental  compliance  monitoring 
program.  The  team  that  will  be  in  place  includes,  May  &  Associates  (Biologists),  CSA 
Environmental  (Air  Quality),  Richard  Tilles  (Traffic),  Wilbur  Smith  (Traffic),  Wilson-Ihrig 
(Noise),  Joyce  Oishi ,  John  Farley  and  Kelly  Cornell  (RecPark).  Monitoring  reports  were 
provided  for  the  committee  and  the  public  to  date,  including  photos.  She  reported  that  she  is 
there  to  observe,  document  and  report  on  the  activities  at  the  job  site.  She  maintains  a  daily  log. 
If  ever  there  are  violations,  citations  will  be  issued  and  fines  incurred  if  appropriate.  She 
recommends  corrective  actions  and  reports  problems/progress  to  the  Concourse  Authority  and  the 
City's  environmental  monitoring  group.  Currently,  they  are  working  on  providing  better  signage 
for  detours  during  the  construction  period,  including  signage  for  pedestrians. 

Chooi  Eng  Grosso  asked  how  the  trees  could  have  been  cut  down  if  someone  is  always  on-site  to 
monitor  the  construction  crew. 

Kathy  Howard  reported  that  she  had  done  a  site  tour  recently  and  all  of  the  fencing  is  in  place. 
People  on  the  site  are  extremely  helpful.  She  gave  the  public  her  phone  number  to  report  any 
concerns  that  they  may  have;  415.710.2402.  The  hotline  number  is  415.831.2728  and  messages 
left  will  be  handled  with  due  diligence. 

Public  Comment: 

Disabled  Citizen:  The  path  to  the  Tea  Garden  is  too  steep  for  wheelchair  access.  Alternatives 
appear  to  need  some  more  work. 

Cheryl  Brinkman  (Pedestrian  Advisory  Safety  Committee):  She  is  appalled  that  the  plans  for 
detours  were  not  in  place.  The  position  of  the  Concourse  hasn't  changed  since  the  plans  were 
completed.  There  wasn't  enough  done  early  on. 

Greg  Miller:  Asked  about  the  process  for  getting  back  to  the  public  with  concerns  about  the 
project.  Julia  Kay  replied  that  the  hotline  is  the  process.  Citizens  are  called  back  within  one  day. 
He  requested  that  the  number  be  posted  on  the  CA  website  and  on  park  signage. 

Chris  Duderstadt  (A4GGP):  Said  the  Tea  Garden  Path  is  a  1 1%  slope.  He  showed  a  proposal  to 
provide  an  ADA  alternative  route  through  the  Concourse  by  moving  the  fence  back  near  the 
Academy  of  Science  at  the  Cypress  Tree  until  work  begins  in  that  area.  He  asked  Mr.  Ellzey  to 
follow  through  with  Swinerton  to  move  the  fencing  so  people  would  have  access. 

Jennifer  Myers:  Every  construction  site  has  a  covered  area  for  walking  space.  Why  doesn't  this 
project  provide  covered  walkways  near  the  construction  rather  than  fencing  off  the  whole 
Concourse? 


Marilyn  Duffcy:  There  will  be  a  Park  shuttle  starting  on  May  22nd.  Jennifer  Myers  replied  that 
she  does  not  want  to  take  a  shuttle  or  to  bike;  she  wants  to  be  able  to  walk  through  the  Concourse. 

Steve  Willis:  There  should  be  access  to  the  southern  portion  of  the  Concourse,  using  the  tunnel. 
II  the  Concourse  had  been  open  to  people  in  this  area,  the  trees  would  not  have  been  cut  down. 

Marilyn  Duffey:  She  can  only  deal  with  approved  plans  but  she  cannot  change  plans. 

Josh  Hart:  The  detours  are  insufficient.  There  should  be  access  on  the  south  side  of  the 
Concourse  until  the  southern  pod  begins.  There  has  been  confusion  as  to  who  is  allowed  in  the 
Concourse  and  when.  The  signage  is  inadequate.  Cyclists  who  have  entered  the  Concourse 
unaware  have  been  accosted  by  security  guards  in  vehicles.  The  issue  is  serious,  but  he  is  glad  the 
signage  is  improving. 

Bob  Friend:  He  is  concerned  that  the  gophers  might  move  from  the  Park  to  neighborhood  yards  as 
a  result  of  the  vibrations  from  construction. 

Martha  Hoffman  (SFSPCA):  Needs  to  know  who  to  contact  to  have  access  to  the  Concourse  if 
animals  get  trapped  inside  the  fencing. 

Sherry  Roberts  (25-year  resident  of  the  Haight  Ashbury):  She  is  not  in  favor  of  the  garage  nor  the 
museums  being  in  the  Park,  but  she  understands  that  the  voters  voted  on  this.  PacBell  had  to  go 
through  voters  a  number  of  times,  just  like  this  project.  The  voters  approved  a  very  specific  thing 
-  please  adhere  to  Proposition  J.    She  also  is  concerned  that  the  rosette  fell  from  the  Bandshell 
due  to  vibration  from  the  construction. 

Marilyn  Duffey:  We  can  correlate  the  rosette  falling  with  activities  on  that  day,  to  see  the  effect 
of  the  construction.  We  can  go  to  the  vibration  experts. 

Kathy  Roberts:  The  bandshell  is  falling  apart  because  of  construction.  The  public  would  be  safer 
if  the  tunnels  were  to  remain  open.  She  asked  people  to  watch  her  documentary  on  Saturday  at 
8:00  and  10:00  p.m.  She  asked  to  be  placed  on  the  agenda  for  the  next  CAC  meeting  so  that  she 
could  have  more  time  to  express  her  concerns. 

Joyce  Oishi  (RecPark)  replied  that  two  rosettes  have  fallen  in  the  past  ten  years. 

Gordon  Olmstead:  He  read  a  poem  that  he  had  written  against  the  use  of  automobiles. 

6)    CONSTRUCTION  RELATED  ACCESS/TRANSPORTATION  ISSUES 

Dick  Tilles,  Transportation  Consultant,  provided  an  update  on  issues  due  to  closure  of  Concourse 
roads  during  construction,  both  inside  and  outside  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  including  paths  for 
wheelchair  users,  pedestrian  crosswalks,  and  safe  bicycle  routes.  The  goal  is  to  minimize 
problems  and  maximize  access.  Auto  access  will  be  monitored  during  detour  placement.  The 
bicycle  detour  uses  Bowling  Green  Drive  to  JFK  Drive  to  keep  cyclists  off  the  auto  route  as  much 
as  possible;  it  has  been  approved  by  DPT. 

Rich  Coffin:  It  is  frustrating  to  have  no  access  when  there  is  no  construction  going  on  in  the 
southern  pod.  He  would  like  to  see  through  access  during  the  period  when  there  is  no 
construction  activity.  Since  MUNI  is  going  through,  it  seems  that  bikes  and  pedestrians  can  too. 
Mr.  Ellzey  said  he  would  check  into  this  suggestion. 

The  SFBC  asked  for  stop  signs  at  the  Rose  Garden.  Mr.  Tilles  replied  that  those  plans  are  already 
approved  by  DPT  and  will  be  installed  soon. 


Kathy  Howard:  Trucks  are  blocking  the  view  corridors  at  the  crosswalk  at  8th  Avenue  and  JFK. 
When  pedestrians  step  into  the  crosswalk,  walking  north  across  JFK,  they  cannot  see  oncoming 
cars,  and  the  cars  cannot  seem  them.  Mr.  Tilles  replied  that  it  would  be  possible  to  eliminate  the 
parking  along  that  strip  of  JFK. 

Irwin  Phillips:  Is  pleased  with  the  auto  detours,  but  pointed  out  that  there  is  a  blind  spot  for 
pedestrians  on  Bowling  Green  near  the  AIDS  Memorial  Grove. 

Public  Comment: 

Chris  Duderstadt  (A4GGP):  Has  been  doing  car  counts  and  reported  that  it  has  become  a  freeway 
on  Middle  Drive  East.  He  would  like  to  see  traffic-calming  in  the  area.  It  appears  that  400  cars 
have  left  the  Park  altogether  since  the  Concourse  has  closed. 

Jim  Iverson  (Inner  Sunset  Merchants  Association):  Concerned  about  9th  Avenue  being  used  as  a 
funnel  road.  He  does  not  want  9th  Avenue  to  become  another  19th  Avenue.  It  would  bring  the 
quality  of  the  neighborhood  down. 

An  unidentified  citizen:  Who  is  doing  the  oversight  at  the  construction  area  to  watch  the  sub- 
contractors? Mr.  Mike  Wiggins  said  that  there  is  an  Assistant  Manager  and  Superintendent  on  the 
site  at  all  times  who  supervises  them. 

Folia  Grace  (10th  Avenue  resident):  Concerned  that  traffic  counts  being  done  during  museum 
closure  will  not  adequately  reflect  the  impact  when  the  roads  are  reopened.  She  asked  that  the 
museum's  projections  for  visitors  are  included  in  traffic  estimates. 

Dick  Tillis:    He  advised  waiting  for  museums  to  open  to  see  what  happens.  The  Park  entrance 
traffic  on  10th  Avenue  will  be  replaced  by  garage  traffic. 

Bob  Friend  (10th  Avenue  resident):  There  are  a  lot  of  angry  and  frustrated  drivers  at  10th  Avenue. 
He  would  like  better  signage  to  encourage  use  of  alternate  streets.  He  noted  there  have  been  a  lot 
of  accidents  on/near  Fulton  Ave. 

Michele  Stratton:  Suggested  that  "road  closed"  signage  at  10th  and  Fulton  be  made  more 
aesthetic  and  legible. 

Unidentified  citizen  (Pedestrian  Safety  Advisory  Committee):  Asked  for  changes  in  the  design 
that  would  make  the  area  more  pedestrian  friendly. 

Josh  Hart:  Referred  to  his  letter  from  the  SFBC,  which  made  recommendations  for  bicycle 
improvements  in  the  area.  He  asked  that  the  SFBC  be  kept  informed  when  decisions  are  being 
made.

absent.  There  being  a  quorum,  chair  Michele  Stratton,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:35 

P.M. 

2)  Approval  of  Minutes 

Kathy  Howard  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  minutes  of  April  15,  2004.  Under  item  #4 
she  asked  that  the  last  sentence  be  changed  to  read  that  500  new  trees  'will  be'  planted  as 
part  of  the  entire  project.  On  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  unanimously  upheld,  it 
was  RESOLVED  to  approve  the  minutes  of  April  15,  2004  with  amendment. 

3)  Election  of  Vice  Chair 

Tomasita  Medal  nominated  Irwin  Phillips  to  serve  as  Vice  Chair.  Chooi  Eng  Grosso 
seconded  the  nomination.  There  were  no  other  nominations.  On  motion  duly  made, 
seconded  and  unanimously  approved,  it  was  RESOLVED  to  elect  Irwin  Phillips  as  Vice 
Chair  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse  Authority  Citizens  Advisory  Committee. 

4)  Report  on  Environmental  Compliance  Monitoring 

Marilyn  Duffey,  Environmental  Compliance  Monitor,  reported  on  the  issues  that  have 
come  up  since  the  last  CAC  meeting.  She  handed  out  EMC  logs  to  the  committee  and  the 
public.  Dick  Tilles,  Traffic  Consultant,  addressed  traffic  issues  and  updates. 

1)  Marilyn  reported  that  the  trees  in  the  bowl  are  being  protected.  Although  they 
currently  are  not  being  watered,  they  are  in  good  shape.  RecPark  plumbers  intend  to  cap 
the  water  line,  which  should  be  fixed  in  the  next  two  weeks.  Water  trucks  are  not 
permitted  in  the  protected  area  and  are  unnecessary  at  this  point.  There  are  three  cherry 
trees  outside  the  fence  line  that  are  not  being  watered,  which  RecPark  is  replacing  as  part 
of  its  reforestation  plan.  The  reforestation  plan  is  not  part  of  the  garage  project  and  is 
being  coordinated  with  RecPark. 

Several  CAC  members  felt  that  the  contractor  should  be  responsible  for  the  broken 
irrigation  line  in  the  Concourse  area,  because  it  was  broken  during  construction.  The 
location  of  the  line  had  not  been  disclosed  in  the  pre-construction  plans.  Joyce  Oishi 
from  RecPark  said  that  RecPark  would  be  fixing  the  line  because  it  ultimately  belongs  to 
the  City,  and  they  would  like  to  retain  control  of  that  process.  RecPark  assured  the  CAC 
that  the  trees  would  be  watered  when  the  arborist  so  determined.  It  is  unnecessary  to 


bring  water  trucks  into  the  Concourse  simply  to  alleviate  fears.  RecPark  is  working  with 
S\\  incrton  to  explore  the  pipes  and  to  cap  and  recharge  the  irrigation  line.  Kathy  Howard 
made  several  comments:  that  the  cypress  tree  near  the  CAS  should  be  watered  with  a 
soaker  hose  so  long  as  there  is  no  water  in  the  area;  that  the  cherry  trees  continue  to  be 
watered  even  though  they  are  slated  to  be  removed;  and  that  when  several  CAC  members 
toured  the  area  prior  to  construction  activities,  they  were  led  to  believe  that  these  trees 
would  be  protected  but  this  is  not  happening. 

There  was  some  discussion  as  to  whether  trees  located  outside  the  fenced  area  are  within 
the  purview  of  the  CAC.  Some  felt  that  any  "items  related"  to  construction  were  in  the 
CAC's  purview.  There  was  a  strong  interest  expressed  in  learning  about  all  tree  removal 
plans  for  the  whole  Concourse  area  and  the  re-landscaping  plans.  It  was  noted  that  some 
of  these  plans  would  be  presented  in  due  course  when  public  discussion  is  heard  before 
the  RecPark  Commission,  the  de  Young  Board,  and  the  CAS. 

2)  Soldier  piles  are  being  installed.  The  vibration  from  the  installation  is  less  than 
l/87sec. 

3)  Fencing  around  the  Concourse  bowl  is  in  place  to  protect  the  trees  from  the  heavy 
equipment.  It  also  serves  to  keep  the  area  cordoned  off  from  Park  visitors  for  their 
safety.  Some  of  the  CAC  members  felt  that  people  should  be  allowed  into  the  bowl: 
however  it  will  remained  closed. 

4)  Traffic  modifications  are  almost  complete.  The  signage  is  in  place  and  seems  to 
working  well.  Bicycles  are  allowed  use  of  the  whole  lane  where  JFK  narrows.  More  red 
zones  will  be  painted  near  the  tennis  courts  and  where  MDE  meets  JFK.  With  the  new 
stop  sign,  speeds  are  down  considerably  at  the  Rose  Garden  at  JFK.  However,  speed  is 
still  an  issue  on  JFK.  There  could  still  be  some  traffic  calming  on  JFK  westbound. 

Traffic  counts  are  being  monitored  before  and  after  street  closures.  On  Lincoln  Way 
traffic  is  down  in  both  directions.  (32%  weekdays;  16%  weekends).    With  the  Concourse 
closed,  fewer  cars  are  entering  the  Park  at  8th  or  Arguello.  The  detour  routes  show  a 
major  increase,  particularly  MDE  and  Bowling  Green.  Clayton  Mansfield  asked  about 
traffic  calming  plans.  Marilyn  Duffy  stated  that  permanent  stop  signs  at  the  Rose  Garden 
and  9th  Avenue  and  JFK,  and  bike  lanes  and  pedestrian  pathways  are  all  in  the  traffic- 
calming  plan  in  development  as  part  of  the  Transportation  Implementation  Plan. 

Some  CAC  members  felt  that  the  traffic  counts  were  encouraging  and  support  a 
circulation  plan  without  cars  through  the  Concourse.  JFK  however  is  still  a  speedway. 
They  would  like  to  see  ladder  striping  at  the  pedestrian  crossings.  There  is  poor  visibility 
at  8th  and  JFK.  Parking  should  be  eliminated  to  the  west  of  the  crosswalk,  along  the 
south  curb  in  that  area. 

Richard  Coffin  noted  that  a  stop  sign  was  missing  and  that  sand  was  accumulating  on 
bike  routes  near  the  Concourse.  The  bike  detours  by  the  deYoung  construction  need  to  be 


kept  cleaner.  A  food  truck  that  serves  the  construction  workers  blocks  the  pedestrian 
pathway. 

The  CAC  requested  that  traffic  counts  be  taken  during  peak  summer  months. 

Public  Comment: 

Chris  Duderstadt  from  the  Alliance  for  Golden  Gate  Park  commented  that  the  irrigation 
system  has  been  down  for  close  to  one  month.  A  solution  needs  to  be  found  to  make  the 
repairs  now  and  sort  out  responsibility  for  the  cost  later.  This  will  continue  to  be  a 
problem  as  many  water  lines  are  not  mapped.  He  noted  that  Kevin  Shea  knows  where  all 
the  lines  are  and  is  disturbed  that  there  is  an  argument  regarding  fixing  the  problem.  He 
also  noted  that  when  the  water  line  broke,  water  was  taken  from  the  east  end  of  the  Park. 
Chris  Duderstadt  also  suggested  places  for  additional  stop  signs  on  JFK  at  6th,  8th,  9th 
and  10th. 

Steve  Willis  of  the  Legal  Defense  Fund  to  Save  Golden  Gate  Park  commented  that  the 
public  is  deliberately  kept  uninformed.  MCCP  will  do  what  they  want.  The  CAC  has  no 
oversight  and  is  part  of  the  problem.  He  asked  the  CAC  members  to  resign  to  make  a 
statement.  He  asked  about  the  $4.5  million  promised  by  the  project  sponsor  for 
restoration  if  the  lawsuit  stopped  the  project. 

Greg  Miller  commented  that  the  CAC  should  recommend  to  the  Concourse  Authority  that 
the  irrigation  be  fixed.  He  also  suggested  that  citizens  look  to  the  CAC  to  give  feedback 
on  the  pedestrian  oasis,  not  just  the  garage,  since  the  CAC  is  accountable  to  pass  on 
people's  impressions. 

Jim  Iverson  from  the  Inner  Sunset  Merchants  Association  stated  that  the  de Young,  CAS 
and  the  Concourse  Authority  will  cooperate  only  when  they  want  to,  no  matter  what 
anyone  wants. 

5)  Discussion  of  May/ June  Construction  Activities 

Richard  Soo  Hoo  from  MCCP  reviewed  the  upcoming  construction  schedule,  including  a 
timeline  for  the  South  Pod.  He  reported  that  currently  there  are  no  immediate  plans  to 
begin  work  on  the  South  pod.  That  would  most  likely  occur  after  a  favorable  court 
ruling.  However,  the  schedule  is  subject  to  change.  A  CAC  member  asked  him  if  he  felt 
that  the  $5  million  the  MCCP  has  pledged  to  undo  the  construction  would  cover  what  has 
been  done  to  far,  but  he  said  he  would  not  speculate  on  that. 

There  is  still  concern  regarding  removing  the  screen  from  the  fencing.  During  excavation, 
the  fence  helps  to  control  sand  and  dust.  Once  the  construction  moves  beyond 
excavation,  the  screen  may  come  down  if  appropriate. 

CAC  members  asked  that  the  screening  be  taken  down  between  the  Bandshell  and  the 
Concourse  Bowl.  There  is  no  construction  in  that  end  of  the  Bowl  and  the  dust  would  not 
be  a  problem. 


Public  Comment: 

Greg  Miller  commented  that  the  minutes  of  the  CAC  meeting  for  April  clearly  stated  that 
the  screen  on  the  fencing  would  come  down  if  that  were  what  the  public  wants.  That 
commitment  was  not  enforced.  He  is  concerned  that  this  shows  that  there  is  a  disconnect 
in  communication  and  that  control  is  not  being  maintained.  Ms.  Duffey  replied  that  such 
issues  need  to  be  thought  out.  Recommendations  are  discussed.  However,  certain 
construction  practices  are  done  with  good  reason.  The  screen  on  the  fencing  prevents 
dust  build-up  and  protects  the  surround  areas,  such  as  the  Children's  Playground. 

6)  Other  Business 

CAC  members  made  the  following  recommendations  and  comments: 

•  Schedule  CAC  meetings  monthly,  given  the  speed  of  construction  and  issues  that 
need  reviewing. 

•  Place  a  sign  near  the  bandshell  to  inform  people  where  groups  who  used  to  use 
that  site  have  relocated 

•  Reassess  access  behind  the  de  Young  at  Middle  Drive  for  ADA  purposes 

•  Re-examine  the  excessive  signage  at  10th  and  Fulton  to  make  subtler 

•  Requested  the  Chair  to  bring  all  major  issues  that  the  CAC  has  discussed  before 
the  Concourse  Authority  and  ask  for  action  on  these  issues.    The  CAC  will 
reserve  a  space  on  the  GGPCA  agenda  for  CAC  recommendations 

Recommended  future  meeting  topics: 

•  Update  on  plans  for  traffic  calming 

•  Information  on  all  the  plans  for  tree  removal  and  reforestation  for  the  entire  Music

3)  Report  on  Environmental  Compliance  Monitoring 

John  Farley,  Environmental  Compliance  Monitor  from  the  Duffey  Company,  reported  on  the 
issues  that  have  come  up  since  the  last  CAC  meeting  and  updates  from  late  month's  meeting. 

•  The  huge  dirt  pile  at  the  JFK  entrance  to  the  Concourse,  which  will  be  used  as  back-fill  at  a 
later  time,  is  covered  to  prevent  dust. 

•  MUNI  no  longer  is  going  through  the  Concourse.  Weekdays  and  Saturdays  it  will  use  the  same 
detour  as  automobiles  and  on  Sundays,  during  road  closure,  is  being  diverted  around  the  Park. 
The  weekday/Saturday  detour  takes  an  additional  90  seconds  compared  to  the  route  through  the 
Concourse. 

•  RecPark  will  take  care  of  watering  the  cypress  tree  behind  the  fence  just  south  of  the  trailers. 

•  Pedestrian  and  bicycle  access  along  JFK  at  10th  Avenue  has  improved  with  the  placement  of 
orange  cones  and  K  barriers. 

•  A  stop  sign  has  been  placed  at  the  exit  from  the  Concourse  at  Academy  Drive  for  pedestrian 
safety. 

•  Holes  have  been  cut  in  the  fence  screening  to  allow  the  public  to  see  into  the  site. 

•  RecPark  has  connected  watering  lines  to  the  fountains  in  the  Bowl  for  watering  historic  trees 
and  lawn. 

•  Posting  alternative  locations  for  Concourse  and  bandshell  activities  is  still  being  evaluated,  as 
signage  needs  to  be  vandal-proof. 

•  The  PG&E  line  that  runs  behind  the  project  trailers  has  been  moved  to  preserve  the  trees  and 
shrubs  in  that  area. 

CAC  Member  Questions  and  Comments 

•  Kathy  Howard  made  a  request  to  see  the  Academy's  plans  in  order  to  understand  what  is 
planned  for  around  the  Concourse  Bowl.  She  also  asked  if  eucalyptus  tree  roots  were  exposed 
when  the  tunnels  to  the  east  of  the  De Young  were  excavated  and  if  arrangements  had  been 
made  for  extra  watering.  She  thanked  Joyce  Oishi  of  Rec  and  Park  for  her  efforts  to  get  the 
PG&E  line  moved  at  JFK  so  that  some  additional  trees  and  shrubs  could  be  preserved. 

•  Sandra  Treacy  noted  the  need  for  coordination  between  RecPark,  the  Academy  and  the 
GGPCA.  Mr,  Farley  stated  that  there  are  weekly  meetings. 

Public  Comment: 

An  unidentified  speaker  expressed  concerns  regarding  the  demolition  of  the  tunnels.  She  also 
stated  that  the  pedestrian  and  bicycle  access  from  10th  Avenue  to  JFK  is  blocked.  Mr.  Tilles, 
Transportation  Engineer,  said  that  1 0th  and  JFK  had  to  be  fenced  off  for  construction.  Cyclists  on 
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JFK  are  expected  to  use  the  road-sharing  lane.  The  pathway  at  10th  Avenue  is  too  narrow  for 
pedestrians  and  bicycles. 

Bob  Damron  stated  that  there  has  been  poor  planning  and  is  concerned  that  police  and  fire 
personnel  will  be  delayed  crossing  the  Park  because  of  the  detour. 

Tomasita  Medal  stated  that  the  tunnels  were  discovered  to  be  made  from  unreinforced  concrete 
and  presented  a  danger  to  the  public  as  there  were.  Mike  Wiggins,  Project  Manager  from 
Swinerton  Builders  said  that  the  new  tunnels  will  be  steel  reinforced  concrete,  meet  seismic 
standards,  and  will  be  ADA  compliant. 

4)  Discussion  of  Recent  and  Future  Construction  Activities 

Mike  Wiggins  reported  on  the  current  construction  schedule,  including  excavation  and  shoring  of 
the  north  garage  and  the  connector  tunnel,  and  surface  demolition  capping/removing  utility  lines 
for  the  south  garage 

Construction  Schedule 

Several  CAC  members  raised  issues  about  the  printed  schedule.  Clayton  Mansfield  pointed  out 
that  the  schedule  that  had  been  disclosed  was  inaccurate.  Richard  Coffin  noted  that  it  is  difficult 
the  make  sound  judgments  while  there  is  such  discrepancy  in  the  schedule.  For  example,  the 
south  pod  was  not  due  to  be  demolished  until  mid- July  and  was  removed  in  late  June.  Richard 
Coffin  felt  that  the  scheduling  was  'dishonest,'  and  that  the  CAC  was  being  misled. 

Mike  Wiggins  stated  that  the  schedules  are  provided  with  the  best  intent,  but  it  is  impossible  to  be 
exact  due  to  day  to  day  changes  that  occur  on  the  job  site  and  direction  that  is  received  from  the 
Senior  Project  Manager.  The  schedule  provided  to  the  CAC  is  the  same  schedule  that  goes  out  to 
the  sub-contractors. 

Kathy  Howard  requested  that  a  representative  from  MCCP  be  present  at  the  CAC  meetings  in 
order  to  answer  questions  and  explain  the  changes  that  occur  in  the  schedule.  Michele  Stratton 
noted  that  only  a  week  of  the  three-week  advance  schedule  remained  when  the  CAC  met  and  so 
was  not  that  helpful.  Kathy  Howard  asked  if  any  more  trees  were  scheduled  for  removal. 

Kathy  Howard  asked  if  any  more  trees  were  scheduled  for  removal.  Mike  stated  that  the  trees 
that  would  be  taken  out  in  the  next  two  weeks  would  only  be  trees  that  were  posted  and  planned 
for  removal. 

Sandra  Treacy  expressed  concerns  about  dust  and  asked  about  the  haul  routes.  Mr.  Wiggins 
stated  that  there  are  three  routes  that  are  taken  by  the  contractors  removing  the  soil.  The  route 
depends  on  where  the  soil  is  going.  The  impacts  have  been  minimized  as  much  as  possible  in  that 
all  routes  do  not  go  through  the  same  neighborhoods.  The  soil  is  sold  for  beach  restoration, 
gravel,  etc.  depending  on  need. 

There  was  a  small  area  of  contaminated  soil  in  on  the  eastern  end.  It  appears  to  be  left  from  an 
old  incinerator  and  was  disposed  of  properly. 

Public  Comment: 

Bob  Damron  asked  if  the  schedule  changes  on  this  job  were  similar  to  other  jobs.  He  felt  that  the 
representative  was  not  reliable  enough  to  advise  this  panel. 

Jenny  Freeman  said  she  was  appalled  the  pedestrian  tunnels  were  being  demolished.  Jenny  asked 
whom  should  she  talk  to  about  this.  It  was  suggested  that  she  attend  the  Concourse  Authority 
meetings.  Marilyn  Gradeck  who  lives  on  10th  Avenue,  asked  if  someone  could  attend  the  CAC 
meetings  to  answer  this  type  of  question. 


Ellen  Leiber  stated  that  laws  were  passed  after  the  1989  earthquake  to  destroy  unreinforced 
structures  by  state  mandate.  Joyce  Oishi  from  RecPark  defended  the  tunnel  demolition.  There 
are  many  benefits  to  rebuilding  the  decayed  tunnels. 

5)  Traffic  Studies 

Richard  Tilles  reported  on  the  pre-  and  post-construction  road  closure  studies. 

MUNI 

The  MUNI  detour  is  the  same  as  the  automobile  detour  on  Monday  through  Saturday  and  is 
diverted  out  of  the  Park  entirely  on  Sundays.  The  additional  time  to  get  through  the  detour  is  90 
seconds  on  weekdays  and  Saturdays  and  8-9  minutes  on  Sundays.  There  are  two  extra  buses  on 
Sundays. 

Pedestrians  and  Bicycles 

JFK  detours  near  10th  Avenue  are  as  safe  as  possible  with  K -rails  and  jersey  barriers.  Autos  must 
share  the  road  with  cyclists  on  JFK  and  pedestrians  are  routed  to  the  north  side  of  JFK  as  soon  as 
they  pass  west  of  Tea  Garden  Drive.  A  more  permanent  barricade  may  be  necessary  because 
many  people  still  do  not  heed  the  detours. 

Traffic  Mitigation 

Staff  is  working  with  DPT  and  NPNA  to  take  care  of  traffic  issues,  such  as  the  left  turn  from 
Fulton  into  10th  Avenue  garage  entrance,  MUNI  stop  changes,  new  signal  at  1  ll  and  Fulton, 
traffic  diversion  off  of  10th  and  Stanyan/Fulton  intersection. 

Car  Counts 

Traffic  is  down  from  pre-construction  closure  except  at  JFK  and  MDE  during  the  evening 
commute. 

Several  CAC  members  said  that  traffic  is  still  speeding  and  passing  on  JFK  and  more  work 
should  be  done  to  slow  it  down.  There  were  comments  that  the  detour  signs  were  confusing  and 
ungainly.  Also,  the  nature  and  quality  of  the  traffic  needs  to  be  factored  into  the  mitigation  plan, 
not  just  the  numbers  and  the  level  of  service. 

Public  Comment 

Bob  Damron  suggested  speed  bumps  to  slow  traffic. 

Jenny  Freeman  said  that  there  need  to  be  better  detour  signs  for  pedestrians  and  bicycles.  Drivers 
going  west  on  JFK  pass  the  8th  Avenue  turnoff,  not  realizing  10th  Avenue  is  closed,  and  make  U- 
turns  to  get  back  to  8th.  She  stated  that  all  the  traffic  seems  to  be  diverted  onto  Stanyan,  which  is 
now  disastrously  impacted. 

Joan  Mackey  asked  where  the  traffic  was  going.  Dick  Tilles  replied  that  there  is  not  much 
increase  on  the  roads  within  the  Park.  People  are  probably  going  around  the  Park  altogether. 

6)  Other  Business 

Recommended  future  meeting  topics  and  issues  to  be  addressed: 

•  MCCP  needs  to  have  a  representative  at  future  CAC  meetings 

•  Report  on  traffic  north  of  the  Park,  including  bicycles  and  pedestrians 

•  Future  report  on  traffic  south  of  the  Park,  including  bicycles  and  pedestrians 

•  Address  the  neighborhood  impacts  including  traffic,  the  design  of  the  north  garage 
entrance  and  landscaping  of  the  area. 

•  Report  of  final  plan  and  schedule  for  JFK  improvements 

•  More  up-to-date  construction  schedule

Public  Comment 


c  Ireg  Miller  would  like  to  see  a  design  of  the  entire  pedestrian  oasis,  including  CAS,  the 
deVoung.  etc.  He  asked  the  CAC  to  pass  a  resolution  to  see  those  designs. 

John  Stanton,  10th  Avenue  resident,  commented  that  the  visual  design  of  the  garage  needs  work. 
He  also  stated  that  10"7Fulton  impacts  need  to  be  looked  at  differently — not  just  peak  traffic 
counts,  but  traffic  changes  from  the  change  of  use,  e.g  late  night  events,  traffic  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday  when  residents  are  home 

Bob  Damron  stated  that  he  is  worried  that  the  non-profit  is  really  for  profit  and  the  cost  to  use  the 
garage  is  too  high. 

Joan  Mackey,  10th  Avenue  resident,  was  concerned  about  the  aesthetics  of  the  design  and  asked 
about  underground  power  lines. 

Tomasita  Medal  recommended  that  the  public  could  see  the  designs  at  the  Concourse  Authority 
meetings.  She  also  felt  the  traffic  impacts  from  the  garage  would  not  be  that  different  after  the 
museum  opened. 

Richard  Coffin  noted  that  the  impacts  needed  to  be  considered  as  the  de  Young  was  planned  for 
larger  events. 

8)  Adjournment 

There  being  no  further  comment,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  7:20  p.m. 
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Please  be  advised  that  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park

1)  Roll  Call 

The  following  CAC  members,  constituting  a  quorum,  were  present:  Chair  Michele 
Stratton,  Richard  Coffin,  Chooi  Eng  Grosso,  Katherine  Howard,  Ann 
Lanzerotti,  Clayton  Mansfield,  Irwin  Phillips  and  Sandra  Treacy.  There  being  a  quorum, 
chair  Michele  Stratton,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:35  P.M.  Tomasita  Medal  arrived 
at  6:10  p.m. 

2)  Approval  of  Minutes 

On  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  unanimously  upheld  it  was  RESOL  VED  to  approve 
the  minutes  of  June  29,  2004. 

3)  Report  on  Environmental  Compliance  Monitoring 

Marilyn  Duffey  of  the  Duffey  Company,  Environmental  Compliance  Officer,  reported 
that  the  Environmental  Compliance  Reports  up  through  July  have  been  sent  out.  She  has 
compiled  a  notebook  of  all  the  reports  which  has  been  made  available  to  the  Concourse 
Authority,  the  CAC,  and  MCCP. 

Ms.  Duffey  provided  a  summary  of  the  ECM  activities  during  August. 

1)  Vibrations  have  been  monitored  in  the  construction  area  and  are  found  to  be  well 
within  the  set  standards. 

2)  Dust  around  the  haul  routes  going  out  of  the  Concourse  is  being  monitored  and  is 
also  within  the  standards  for  particulate  matter  and  air  quality. 

3)  It  is  recommended  that  the  contractor  order  covers  for  exposed  soil  before  the 
rainy  season. 

4)  North  pod  excavation  is  near  completion.  The  south  pod  excavation  is  ongoing. 

5)  Haul  routes  are  being  monitored  and  corrected. 

6)  Trees  are  being  monitored  during  utility  trenching. 

7)  Supervisor  McGoldrick  and  a  representative  from  the  Mayor's  Office  have  toured 
the  site. 

Sandra  Treacy  had  concerns  about  how  continuation  of  the  south  pod  interfaces  with  the 
Judges  ruling  regarding  the  design. 

Kathy  Howard  expressed  her  gratitude  for  the  team  re-routing  the  utilities  trenching  in 
order  to  save  trees. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 


4)  Discussion  of  Recent  and  Future  Construction  Activities 

Ms.  Duffey  reviewed  the  current  "3-week  look  ahead"  schedule.  During  the  south  pod 
excavation  the  truck  route  will  slightly  alter.  Some  will  be  exiting  Crossover  from  MLK. 
1  he  10,h  Avenue  excavation  has  yet  to  be  scheduled. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

5)  Fulton  Street  from  8th  to  10th  Avenue 

Mr.  Tilles  presented  for  discussion  the  changes  that  were  recommended  in  the  FEIR  and 
a  timeline  of  the  process  for  implementation.  The  changes  under  consideration  are  to 
accommodate  traffic  flow  to  and  from  the  Concourse  garage  entrance  at  10th  Avenue.

There  were  concerns  about  the  queuing  on  10    Avenue,  which  may  result  from  museum 
blockbuster  events.  Some  parking  spaces  may  be  removed  from  Fulton  Street,  eastbound 
at  10th  Avenue  for  the  garage  entrance.  Moving  the  10th  Avenue  bus  stop  as 
recommended,  may  be  a  disservice  to  those  who  use  MUNI  to  get  to  that  area.  Members 
also  raised  concerns  that  the  garage  may  cause  there  to  be  an  increase  in  traffic  overall. 
Many  felt  that  a  left  turn  pocket  into  the  garage  was  a  good  idea  in  order  to  keep  the 
traffic  flowing  on  Fulton. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Greg  Miller  commented  that  queuing  in  the  garage  needs  more  study. 

Mr.  Nick  Friend,  10th  Avenue  resident,  commented  that  it  is  difficult  to  control  traffic. 
Parking  removal  should  come  from  the  south  side  of  Fulton.  There  are  pedestrian  safety 
concerns. 

Mr.  Walter  Kocian  (sp?)  commented  that  traffic  on  Fulton  Street  is  an  ongoing  issue  at 
8th  Avenue.  The  problem  will  only  increase  when  the  museums  and  the  garage  open. 

Mr.  Tilles  reported  on  the  traffic  control  monitoring  that  will  be  in  place  before  the 
garage  is  open.  The  following  are  suggestions  made  to  DPT  prior  to  opening: 

1)  electronic  sign  that  reports  when  the  garage  is  full 

2)  wayfmding  signs  to  alleviate  confused  drivers 

3)  signal  timing  into  and  out  of  the  garage 

4)  museums  to  provide  information  on  access 

5)  special  events  transportation  management 

Although  8th  Avenue  has  been  the  traditionally  used  entry  into  GGP  and  SF  natives  will 
know  how  to  choose  alternative  routes  in  the  area  of  8th  and  10th  Avenues  and  Fulton, 
Richard  Coffin  is  concerned  that  a  new  traffic  structure  would  increase  traffic.  8 
Avenue  has  a  good  bike  lane,  is  a  MUNI  route,  and  has  Safeway  delivery  trucks.  He 
does  not  wish  to  see  any  more  traffic  diverted  onto  8th  Avenue. 


Public  Comment: 

Greg  Miller  commented  that  there  must  be  monitoring  on  side  streets  and  that  the  traffic 
must  be  fairly  distributed  for  minimal  impact. 

John  Mackey  commented  that  cars  turning  onto  Fulton  coming  out  of  the  garage  might 
conflict  with  pedestrians.  A  pedestrian  only  crossing  should  be  considered. 

6)  Parking  Space  Removal  within  Golden  Gate  Park 

Dick  Tilles  reviewed  the  current  status  of  the  process  and  criteria  for  parking  space 
removal.  The  Concourse  Authority  is  expecting  recommendations  from  the  public.  The 
impacts  from  a  second  garage  entry  are  yet  to  be  determined. 

The  CAC  asked  that  time-limited  parking  and  disabled  parking  is  considered  while 
making  the  decisions  for  parking  space  removal. 

7)  Adjournment

The  following  CAC  members,  constituting  a  quorum,  were  present:  Chair  Michele  Stratton, 
Chooi  Eng  Grosso,  Katherine  Howard,  Ann  Lanzerotti,  Irwin  Phillips  and  Sandra  Treacy. 
Richard  Coffin  and  Clayton  Mansfield  were  absent.  There  being  a  quorum,  chair  Michele 
Stratton,  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:35  P.M.  Tomasita  Medal  arrived  at  5:40  p.m. 

2)  Approval  of  Minutes 

On  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  unanimously  upheld  it  was  RESOL  VED  to  approve  the 
minutes  of  August  24,  2004. 

3)  Report  on  Environmental  Compliance  Monitoring 

Marilyn  Duffey  of  the  Duffey  Company,  Environmental  Compliance  Officer,  reported  that  the 
current  Environmental  Compliance  Reports. 

Ms.  Duffey  provided  a  summary  of  the  current  ECM  activities. 

1)  There  have  been  some  issues  with  the  stacking  of  trucks  on  JFK  as  well  as  the  frequency 
of  trucks  on  the  haul  routes.  She  is  working  on  having  them  better  scheduled. 

2)  Trees  continue  to  be  monitored.  Thanks  to  Kathy  Howard,  most  issues  that  may 
otherwise  endanger  the  Concourse  trees  are  being  addressed  in  a  timely  manner.  She 
addressed  a  trench  too  near  the  cypress  tree  and  exposed  roots  near  the  10th  Ave  tunnel. 

3)  Work  is  being  done  in  order  to  prepare  for  the  rainy  season  for  erosion  control  and 
drainage. 

4)  Excavation  on  the  South  pod  is  currently  95%  complete.  The  south  pod  excavation  is 
ongoing. 

Mr.  Richard  Tilles  updated  the  committee  on  the  10th  Avenue  and  Fulton  proposed  traffic 
mitigation  measures. 

1)  Implementation  prior  to  garage  opening  includes:  left/right  turn  lanes  on  exiting  garage, 
wayfinding,  striping  and  a  'real  time'  sign  on  space  availability  in  the  garage. 

2)  Monitoring  subsequent  to  garage  opening  includes:  traffic  volumes  on  8th,  9th,  and  10th 
Avenues,  speed  monitoring,  queuing,  and  on-street  parking.  If  traffic  impacts  are 
observed,  more  stringent  traffic  diversion  measures  could  be  implemented. 

3)  DPT  has  tasked  the  City  and  Wilbur  Smith  to  look  for  potential  impacts  on  8th  and 
Fulton.  Data  will  show  feasibility  of  proposed  mitigation  in  that  area. 

4)  The  second  entrance  is  still  a  factor,  but  may  be  resolved  by  next  month. 

5)  Other  impacts  may  not  be  known  until  everything  is  open  in  2008. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 


4)    Concourse  Surface  Improvements  Plan 

Ms.  Kathy  Howard  reported  that  she  has  been  working  with  Margaret  Mori  and  the  Friends  of  the 
Music  Concourse  have  been  working  with  RecPark  on  the  improvement  plan  of  the  Concourse 


bowl.  They  have  met  with  an  international  landscape  architect  and  have  made  suggestions  for 
improvements.    The  landscape  plan  will  be  presented  to  the  Concourse  Authority  board  on 
October  12,h.  Although  this  body  does  not  plan  to  review  the  landscape  plan,  it  is  important  that 
it  provide  input.  There  are  enormous  impacts  on  the  Concourse  bowl  that  might  result  from  an 
ill-conceived  plan. 

Ms.  Grosso  asked  if  the  CAC  has  any  official  input  on  the  landscape  planning  process.  The 
official  plan  will  be  going  before  the  RecPark  Commission  and  DPW. 

The  CAC  has  no  official  input. 

Public  Comment 

Mr.  Greg  Miller  encouraged  the  CAC  members  to  go  to  the  Concourse  Authority  meeting  to 
provide  input  on  the  landscape  plan.  He  feels  as  though  there  has  not  been  enough  public  briefing 
and  that  the  deadline  is  too  soon.  After  the  Concourse  Authority  has  its  presentation,  it  will  be 
going  out  for  bid.  He  is  not  sure  that  the  technical  aspects  for  tree  protection  will  be  adequate. 
More  time  should  be  spent  by  RecPark  in  order  to  get  it  right. 

Ms.  Maryanne  Miller  complemented  the  creation  of  the  newly  formed  Friends  of  the  Music 
Concourse.  The  CAC  should  make  a  motion  to  move  forward  with  the  group's  report  and 
support  all  of  its  suggestions. 

5)    Parking  Space  Removal  within  Golden  Gate  Park 

Chair  Stratton  opened  the  discussion  of  alternative  approaches  for  determining  parking  spaces  to 
be  removed.  She  asked  the  committee  to  consider  where  spaces  ought  to  be  kept  as  well  as  where 
spaces  might  be  removed. 

Mr.  Dick  Tilles,  traffic  engineer,  reviewed  current  conditions  and  criteria  of  spaces  considered  for 
removal  and  Marilyn  Duffey  of  the  Duffey  Company  described  areas  in  which  spaces  will  be 
removed  as  part  of  the  traffic-calming  plan.  They  also  reported  on  a  recent  parking  survey. 

Sandra  Treacy  stated  that  spaces  might  be  removed  along  MLK  contingent  on  decisions  made 
regarding  a  dedicated  entrance  for  the  south  garage.  She  also  has  concerns  about  access  to  the 
children's  playground  near  10th  Avenue. 

Ann  Lanzerrotti  stated  that  time -limited  parking  has  made  finding  parking  less  of  an  issue. 

Chooi  Eng  Grosso  asked  if  the  requirement  to  remove  all  Concourse  parking  meant  the  removal 
of  all  ADA  parking.  There  are  chemically  sensitive  people  who  will  be  unable  to  use  the  garage. 
Also,  performers  with  equipment  for  the  bandshell  will  need  parking  near  the  bandshell. 

Joyce  Oishi  from  RecPark  replied  that  there  will  still  be  parking  available  behind  the  bandshell. 

Irwin  Phillips  mentioned  that  the  picnic  areas  on  JFK  need  parking  spaces  nearby. 

Tomasita  Medal  stated  that  the  area  near  the  Tea  Garden  is  continually  congested  and  there  are 
frequent  robberies  from  cars  in  that  area.  Also,  school  buses  and  tour  buses  need  to  be 
accommodated.  Such  vehicles  bring  tourists,  which  are  the  lifeblood  of  San  Francisco's 
economy. 


Chair  Stratton  encouraged  project  staff  to  meet  with  the  Conservatory,  RecPark,  and  Strybing 
Arboretum  to  understand  the  needs  of  those  institutions.  Safety  after  park  hours  needs  to  be 
considered.  She  would  like  to  discourage  removal  of  all  parking  from  long,  continuous  stretches 
of  roadway.  All  areas  needed  some  parking. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Michael  McKechnie,  Executive  Director  at  Strybing,  commented  that  the  23  spaces  outside 
in  the  Strybing  lot  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Arboretum.  The  building  is  used  more 
than  frequently  and  there  are  many  elderly  volunteers  who  are  unable  to  walk  long  distances  from 
their  cars.  He  would  like  the  patrons  to  have  places  to  park.  There  are  impediments  to  public 
transportation  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  He  urges  that  parking  space  removal  should  not  make  the 
Park  any  less  accessible. 

Chair  Stratton  asked  to  consider  whether  the  garage  is  close  enough  for  most  Arboretum  visitors. 


Mr.  Doug  Nelson,  landscape  architect  for  RecPark,  stated  that  part  of  the  compromise  of  Prop  J  is 
that  people  who  come  to  the  museums  should  expect  to  pay  an  extra  cost  for  parking.  However, 
casual  park  visitors  don't  expect  to  pay  to  park  and  should  not  be  burdened  by  the  extra  expense. 

6)  Other  Business 

Chooi  Eng  Grosso  asked  to  consider  whether  MUNI  could  start  a  shuttle  program  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  as  a  new  bus  line  to  serve  the  area. 

Irwin  Phillips  presented  for  the  record  the  Presidio  Post,  which  mentions  the  stockpile  of  sand 
that  the  Presidio  is  receiving  from  the  Concourse  for  their  restoration  projects. 

Sandra  Treacy  asked  for  a  future  agenda  topic  on  safety  in  the  garage  and  near  the  garage 
entrances  once  the  garage  is  open.  She  also  asked  to  see  an  architect's  rendering  of  the 
10'  /Fulton  area  and  of  the  proposed  electronic  sign  on  space  availability. 

7)  Pubic  Comment 

Mr.  Greg  Miller  asked  whether  the  rumor  were  true  that  a  large  cement  processing  facility  would 
be  placed  in  the  Park  to  support  construction  activities  in  the  Concourse. 

The  rumor  is  false. 

Joyce  Oishi  commented  on  the  importance  of  public  input  to  RecPark  on  its  projects.  She  added 
that  the  department  has  a  very  caring  and  knowledgeable  staff  who  have  worked  in  the  bowl  of 
many  years  and  understands  the  needs  of  the  area  very  well.

2)  Approval  of  Minutes 

On  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  unanimously  upheld  it  was  RESOL  VED  to  approve  the 
minutes  of  September  28,  2004. 

3)  Options  for  Dedicated  Southern  Entrance  to  Concourse  Garage 

Mr.  Richard  Coffin  briefly  introduced  the  need  for  additional  discussion  of  options  under 
consideration  to  provide  a  dedicated  southern  entrance/exit  for  the  Underground  Parking  Facility. 

Executive  Director  Ellzey  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse  Authority  facilitated  a  discussion 
of  the  3  principal  options  currently  being  considered  by  the  GGPCA  staff. 

Option  #1 :    Inbound  and  outbound  dedicated  lanes  from  9th  &  Lincoln 

Option  #4:    Inbound  lane  from  MLK  &  Crossover,  and  outbound  lane  to  9th  &  Lincoln 

Option  #10:  All  traffic  enters  at  10th  &  Fulton,  no  2nd  entrance. 

Ms.  Chooi  Eng  Grosso  asked  for  clarifications  regarding  the  left  turn  options  that  are  included  in 
Option  #1.  Mr.  Dick  Tilles,  transportation  engineer,  replied  that  none  of  the  left  turns  that  are 
currently  prohibited  are  being  considered  at  this  time. 

Mr.  Clayton  Mansfield  stated  that  the  Concourse  Authority  appears  to  be  working  in  a  vacuum. 
None  of  the  options  are  fully  analyzed  and  any  decision  will  be  too  hasty.  The  public  process  is 
being  steamrolled.  Approval  of  an  option  at  the  regular  GGPCA  board  meeting  on  November  9th 
is  a  travesty. 

Mr.  Richard  Coffin  stated  that  he  agrees  with  the  previous  statement.  The  whole  process  is  too 
hasty.  Such  decisions  normally  take  years,  not  weeks.  He  feels  that  Option  #1  does  not  provide  a 
true  dedicated  lane.  No  one  seems  to  be  certain  how  it  will  operate.  The  traffic  pattern  would 
seem  to  create  chaos  on  Middle  Drive  and  MLK.  It  will  be  dangerous  for  cyclists  and  pedestrians 
to  cross  four  lanes  of  traffic. 

Ms.  Kathy  Howard  had  concerns  about  the  plan  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Park: 

1)  Does  not  wish  to  see  more  asphalt  and  less  parkland. 

2)  There  may  be  loss  of  lawn  and  a  slope  change. 

3)  Widening  the  roadway  may  impede  with  trees'  root  structure 

4)  Is  the  Authority  working  with  RecPark  to  enhance  the  paths? 

5)  More  turnout  lanes  in  front  of  the  Botanical  Gardens  means  less  green  and  more  asphalt. 

6)  Who  will  pay  for  the  changes?

Executive  Director  Ellzey  replied  that  many  of  these  questions  will  be  answered  on  November  9th 
alter  the  transportation  and  traffic  studies  are  complete.  He  also  stated  that  there  will  be  a  net  loss 
of  asphalt  as  many  of  the  intersections  will  be  narrowed,  there  would  be  no  impact  on  trees, 
congestion  would  be  less  because  parking  will  be  removed,  and  the  improved  intersections  with 
bulb-outs  and  sharper  turns  will  slow  cars  and  be  safer  for  pedestrians.  He  is  working  with  the 
DPT  Safety  Manager  and  Rec  &  Park  staff  on  placement  of  pathways  and  with  Strybing  to 
mitigate  impacts  there.  The  fast  track  is  mandated  by  the  Court. 

Ms.  Michele  Stratton  stated  that  there  must  be  a  balance  among  the  proposals  so  as  not  to 
overburden  either  the  northern  or  southern  sides  of  the  Park. 

Ms.  Tomasita  Medal  stated  that  at  a  previous  GGPCA  Board  meeting  a  director  had  commented 
that  the  removal  of  cars  would  serve  to  aesthetically  improve  the  area  around  9th  and  Lincoln. 
She  has  grown  tired  of  hearing  nothing  but  rude  and  hostile  comments  about  the  project  in 
general.  She  does  not  believe  that  the  process  of  discussing  a  dedicated  route  for  the  2nd  entrance 
would  have  been  necessary  had  obstacles  not  been  created  which  were  designed  to  stop  the 
overall  project  which  was  approved  by  the  voters.  A  dedicated  lane  would  not  necessarily  create 
the  chaos  that  the  garage  opponents  would  want  everyone  to  believe.  It  is  just  more  obstruction 
to  the  project,  which  is  getting  costly,  by  people  who  didn't  get  their  way  four  years  ago. 

Mr.  Irwin  Phillips  stated  that  he  agrees  with  the  previous  statement.  Such  obstruction  does  not 
stop  the  garage,  the  New  de  Young,  nor  the  Academy  of  Sciences.  It  only  costs  these  institutions 
and  the  City  money.  One  way  or  another  there  will  be  a  2nd  entrance  when  more  studies  are  done. 
However,  the  traffic  at  9th  and  Lincoln  is  a  real  problem — cars  stop  and  everything  jams  up.  He  is 
hoping  for  a  solution  that  would  divert  traffic  to  7th  Avenue  and  off  of  9th  at  Lincoln. 

Public  Comment 

Ms.  Ellen  Lieber  commented  that  some  people  can't  use  the  garage  and  she  is  concerned  about 
keeping  accessible  surface  parking  spaces.  Removing  too  many  spaces  from  MLK  Drive  would 
adversely  affect  ADA  to  blockbuster  museums  exhibits.  Mr.  Ellzey  noted  that  the  plan  does  not 
envision  removing  ADA  parking  spaces  and  event  planning  will  consider  disabled  access  needs. 

Ms.  Susan  King  commented  that  the  Authority  appears  to  be  pushing  through  Option  #1  without 
the  proper  process.  She  is  concerned  that  by  removing  parked  cars  from  the  9th  &  Lincoln  area, 
pedestrians  and  cyclists  will  be  in  danger  from  fast  moving  cars.  The  urban  oasis  is  becoming  a 
four-lane  highway.  She  would  like  to  see  more  accommodations  for  bikes  and  less  narrowing  of 
sidewalks.  Option  #1  would  negatively  impact  the  park.  She  doesn't  want  to  reduce  the 
sidewalks. 

Mr.  Ellzey  commented  that  he  thought  cyclists  would  appreciate  the  dedicated  lane.  Overall 
removing  parked  cars,  making  pedestrian  improvements,  and  lessening  congestion  should 
improve  safety.  Now  the  cyclists  say  congestion  is  better. 

Ms.  Pat  Christensen  commented  that  a  second  entrance  was  not  required;  the  Judge  ruled  that  if 
there  is  a  2nd  entrance,  Prop  J  required  a  dedicated  lane. 

Ms.  Kathy  Conn,  15-year  resident,  conveyed  her  concerns  about  the  impacts  of  the  neighborhood 
south  of  the  Park.  By  removing  parking,  Option  #1  would  cause  a  huge  back-up  of  traffic  and 
more  cars  circling  the  neighborhood  while  looking  for  free  parking.  The  Park  is  not  just  about  the 
museums.  Parking  should  remain  for  the  Botanical  Gardens,  Big  Rec,  etc.  A  four-lane  road 
seems  inappropriate  for  a  park. 


Ms.  Mary  Stewart  commented  that  she  is  appalled  by  the  notion  of  a  four-lane  road  in  the  park. 
She  would  prefer  that  a  lane  not  have  to  be  "dedicated."  She  suggested  a  bridge  over  Fulton  for 
pedestrians. 

Mr.  Jim  Iversen  of  the  Sunset  Merchant  Association  commented  that  the  entrance  at  10th  should 
be  good  enough.  Why  isn't  one  entrance  enough?  He  feels  as  though  the  whole  process  is  bogus. 

Mr.  Mike  Grandin,  member  of  the  NPNA,  provided  an  a  written  statement  with  recommendations 
to  support  Option  #1  and  an  equivalent  solution  to  a  southern  garage  entrance.  Option  #1  would 
provide  a  solution  that  is  fair  and  equitable  for  traffic  disbursement  on  the  north  and  south  sides 
of  the  Park. 

Mr.  Greg  Miller  requested  additional  data  on  options  and  contingencies.  He  felt  that  certain  side 
issues  and  questions  needed  to  be  resolved  before  any  decision  was  made.  He  commented  that  if 
traffic  was  unable  to  go  through  the  Concourse,  it  decreases. 

Ms.  Darcy  Conn  asked  if  the  GGPCA  sent  out  notices  to  people  other  than  those  on  their  mailing 
list,  particularly  the  Sunset  merchants.  The  issues  have  become  bigger  than  initially  perceived.  It 
is  outrageous  to  degrade  the  Park.  She  is  worried  about  the  park.  She  asked  that  the  Park  not  be 
degraded  by  choosing  Option  #1.  Four  lanes  in  a  public  park  is  unacceptable.  Also  consider 
Option  #4. 

Ms.  Pinky  Kushner  commented  that  she  was  at  the  recent  PSAC  meeting.  She  asked  that  a 
parking  pullout  for  the  playground  area  is  considered.  She  questioned  the  need  for  pull-outs  for 
the  Arboretum.  There  are  many  children  entering  into  and  out  of  the  Park  from  nearby  high 
schools  and  daycare  facilities.  Lots  of  little  kids  come  into  the  park  from  the  south  every  day. 
Children  need  to  be  protected  from  a  four-lane  highway.  Parked  cars  create  a  safety  buffer.  She 
favored  Option  #10  and  asked  to  consider  three  lanes  with  a  movable  2nd  lane  at  that  entrance. 
Fulton  should  carry  more  of  the  traffic.  Lincoln  is  too  congested  already. 

Mr.  Inverson  asked  to  hear  more  about  public  transit. 

Members  Respond 

Mr.  Coffin  commented  that  the  opponents  are  not  obstructionists.  All  of  the  interested  parties  are 
in  a  pickle,  and  a  way  out  is  needed.  He  doesn't  want  to  widen  the  Fulton  entrance  or  block 
Fulton.  There  are  options.  Concourse  circulation  needs  to  be  considered.  He  wondered  if  the 
Judge  would  accept  reduced  traffic  through  the  Concourse  as  trade  off.  He  noted  that  faster 
traffic  is  not  better.  A  four-lane  road  is  threatening  to  pedestrians. 

Mr.  Phillips  stated  that  the  reason  traffic  is  down  in  the  area  is  because  two  major  institutions  are 
closed.  He  also  pointed  to  the  need  for  a  traffic  light  at  the  intersection  of  Middle  Drive  East  and 
MLK. 

Ms.  Medal  stated  that  the  approved  garage  design  has  earned  environmental  awards. 

Mr.  Clayton  reiterated  that  the  process  is  too  rushed.  It  is  poor  judgement  to  not  consider  all  of 
the  impacts.  Option  #1  is  a  nightmare  for  pedestrians  and  cyclists. 

Chooi  Eng  Grosso  stated  that  she  hopes  that  Option  #4  is  seriously  considered.

Public  Comment 

Mr.  Lee  asked  if  there  have  been  environmental  violations  since  the  project  has  begun.  Ms. 
Duffey  replied  that  those  that  have  occurred,  have  been  dealt  with  and  fixed  very  quickly. 

4)  Status  of  Traffic  Changes  and  Mitigation  measures  previously  proposed  and  discussed 
for  Fulton  St. 

Mr.  Dick  Tilles,  Transportation  Engineer,  reported  that  there  has  not  been  much  progress  on  the 
traffic  changes  and  mitigation  measures  that  had  been  proposed.  The  GGPCA  is  in  the  process  of 
rendering  a  decision  on  the  second  entrance.  Staff  has  been  assisting  with  the  development  of  a 
signage  program,  events  management,  and  traffic  monitoring. 

Several  of  the  items  cannot  move  forward  until  there  is  a  judgement  regarding  the  southern 
garage  entrance. 

There  is  no  formal  approval  process  for  signage.  A  conceptual  signage  program  will  be  brought 
before  the  Concourse  Authority  Board  of  Directors.  Public  input  will  be  a  necessary  component. 
DPT  will  be  doing  the  installation. 


Public  Comment: 

Mr.  I  ,ec  oommented  that  there  are  already  too  many  signs  and  there  is  visual  pollution.  Signs 
should  match  what  is  already  there.  Ms.  Joyce  Oishi,  RecPark  Dept.,  replied  that  a  prototype  sign 
has  boon  developed  for  RecPark  and  is  being  installed  as  projects  are  complete. 


5)  CAC  Organizational  items 

Chair  Stratton  reported  that  the  Concourse  Authority  Board  was  not  benefiting  from  the  public 
discussions  that  take  place  at  the  CAC  meetings  because  of  the  CAC  policy  requiring  approval  of 
the  minutes  prior  to  distribution.  This  caused  a  minimum  six-week  delay  in  distribution  of  the 
minutes.

The  following  CAC  members,  constituting  a  quorum,  were  present:  Chair  Michele  Stratton, 
Richard  Coffin,  Katherine  Howard,  Clayton  Mansfield,  Tomasita  Medal,  Irwin  Phillips,  and 
Sandra  Treacy.  There  being  a  quorum,  the  Chair  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:35  P.M.  Chooi 
Eng  Grosso  and  Ann  Lanzerotti  were  absent. 


2)    Approval  of  Minutes 


Changes  to  the  draft  minutes  of  November  30,  2004  were  proposed  to  clarify  the  resolution 
regarding  forwarding  the  draft  minutes  to  the  Concourse  Authority  Board. 

On  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  unanimously  approved,  it  was  RESOL  VED  to  approve  the 
minutes  of  November  30,  2004  with  the  proposed  changes. 

Kathy  Howard  reported  that  the  Concourse  Authority  Board  is  pleased  to  receive  the  draft  CAC 
minutes  at  its  monthly  meetings  so  soon  after  the  discussion  are  held. 

3)    Report  of  Environmental  Compliance  Monitor  and  Recent  and  Future  Construction 
Activities 

Ms.  Marilyn  Duffey,  Environmental  Compliance  Officer  for  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Concourse 
Authority,  provided  a  report  of  ECM,  and  recent  and  future  construction  activities. 

The  focus  of  monitoring  in  recent  months  has  been  erosion  control  due  to  the  rainy  season.  The 
site  is  muddy.  Cleaning  is  done  everyday  to  make  sure  the  mud  stays  within  the  job  site.  Filming 
in  the  Tea  Garden  necessitated  traffic  and  parking  control.  Monuments  have  been  moved  from 
CAS.  Some  fencing  has  been  knocked  down  due  to  the  rain;  a  dirt  pile  was  moved  away  from  a 
tree  area  south  of  the  JFK  tunnel.  There  have  been  no  violations  and  no  tree  damage. 

The  JFK  detour  over  the  10th  Avenue  tunnel  has  not  moved  to  the  north  lanes  as  expected,  but 
should  be  done  next  week.  The  previous  detour  was  a  little  confusing,  but  the  new  one  will  have 
clearer  lanes  marked  over  new  pavement  and  better  pedestrian  lanes. 

The  project  is  on  schedule  with  the  exception  of  the  south  pod,  which  is  only  slightly  behind. 

Mr.  Richard  Coffin  reported  that  there  are  several  dangerous  potholes  on  JFK  near  8th  Avenue,  on 
MLK,  and  on  Middle  Drive.  They  could  take  down  a  cyclist  or  damage  a  car  rim  and  needed  to 
be  filled  or  patched.  Ms.  Duffey  replied  that  she  would  look  at  them  and  try  to  have  them  filled. 
Mr.  Clayton  Mansfield  felt  that  the  cost  of  filling  the  potholes  should  be  paid  by  the  contractor, 
because  to  holes  are  caused  by  the  heavy  construction  vehicles. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Bob  Damron,  lifelong  resident,  commented  that  potholes  are  dangerous,  particularly  at  night. 
If  MUNI  buses  caused  some  of  the  potholes,  they  should  not  be  held  accountable,  because  MUNI 
only  did  the  detour  as  a  favor  while  construction  was  going  on. 


4)    Underground  Parking  Facility  Operations 


Chair  Stratton  facilitated  a  discussion  identifying  issues  and  concerns  regarding  garage 
operations. 

Security: 

A  security  plan  is  not  in  the  lease  agreement  and  the  committee  would  like  to  see  a  security  plan 
as  a  component  of  operations.  There  is  general  concern  that  there  may  be  lack  of  staffing  to 
provide  security  in  the  facility,  assist  patrons  (after  hours  escort,  car  breakdowns  or  lockouts,  etc.) 
as  well  as  collect  fees  and  direct  traffic.  There  should  be  an  attendant  at  each  entrance,  more  than 
just  gates.  The  following  suggestions  were  made  for  increasing  security:  security  cameras 
monitoring  both  inside  the  garage  and  outside  the  entrance  areas;  emergency/alarm  buttons 
throughout;  bicycle  attendants;  availability  of  escorts  to  walk  patrons  to  their  cars  after  dark; 
possibility  riding  golf  carts;  phone  ties  to  nearby  police;  clear  interior  signage  so  people  can  find 
their  cars  quickly.  Concerns  were  expressed  that  panhandling,  homelessness,  and  graffiti  may 
become  a  problem. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Damron  commented  that  wayfinding  signs  would  be  necessary. 

Mr.  Eugene  Lee  commented  that  telephones  should  be  placed  inside  the  facility  as  cell  phones 
may  not  work  underground. 

Lighting: 

The  committee  commented  that  lighting  should  be  bright  for  the  interior  and  should  be  low  and 
directed  down  for  the  exterior  of  the  facility.  The  intensity  must  be  balanced  for  safety  without 
unnecessary  glare  or  spill  into  the  park  and  neighborhood.  Burned  out  bulbs  should  be  replaced 
immediately. 

Operations: 

There  needs  to  be  clarification  on  how  the  stated  hours  of  operation  will  work  with 
monthly/overnight  parking  after  closing.  There  were  questions  about  whether  valet  parking  for 
events  would  use  the  garage  or  surface  parking..  Other  concerns  were  the  amount  of  money  on 
site/collection  frequency;  maintenance;  litter;  graffiti  removal.  Also,  there  was  a  question  about 
how  will  bicycles  enter  the  garage. 

Event  Management: 

The  committee  would  like  to  see  an  event  management  plan  well  in  advance  of  the  garage 
opening.  Ms.  Duffey  reported  that  DPT  already  has  requested  special  event  flyers  and 
transportation  demand  management  plans  from  the  institutions  to  address  large  event 
management.  She  was  urging  phased  arrival  times. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Bob  Damron  asked  how  parking  overflow  would  be  managed  for  public  events.  There  needs 
to  be  coordination  between  the  two  institutions  to  avoid  two  major  events  at  the  same  time. 
Another  speaker  mentioned  that  there  must  be  allowances  in  design  for  all  autos  exiting  the 
garage  at  the  same  time.  The  timing  of  the  stop  lights  on  Fulton  should  be  changed  for  mass 
exiting  of  autos. 

5)    Signage,  Wayfinding,  Routing 

Ms.  Joyce  Oishi  from  RecPark  provided  an  update  on  the  signage  and  wayfinding  for  the  Music 
Concourse  area  of  Golden  Gate  Park.  The  department  currently  has  a  prototype  sign  that  is  being 
installed  gradually  whenever  new  signs  are  needed.  There  is  currently  no  funding  for 
implementation  of  the  entire  system. 


Mr.  Richard  Tilles,  Transportation  Engineer,  reported  that  staff  would  be  working  with  DPT  for 
signs  outside  the  Park  and  with  RecPark  for  the  signage  inside  the  Park.  The  goal  is  to  equalize 
traffic  as  much  as  possible  between  the  north  and  south  sides  of  the  Park  as  cars  come  to  the 
garage.  Whenever  possible  through  traffic  will  be  discouraged  from  using  the  Park.  One  idea 
was  to  direct  Academy  traffic  to  the  south  entrance  and  De Young  traffic  to  the  north  entrance  by 
placing  signs  on  19th  Avenue  for  northbound  traffic  and  on  Fell  near  Schrader  for  westbound 
traffic. 

Committee  member  comments  s  included:  1)  with  the  $12  parking  fee,  the  traffic  patterns  might 
be  different  from  those  projected  in  the  EIR,  2)  the  signs  on  19th  Avenue  should  direct  cars  onto 
Fulton  and  not  MLK,  3)  try  to  keep  traffic  off  of  JFK,  4)  cars  should  be  directed  into  the  garage 
as  quickly  as  possible,  and  5)  existing  proposals  to  improve  the  intersection  at  Stanyan  and  Fulton 
should  be  implemented. 

Public  Comment: 

Mr.  Ron  Konapaski  asked  whether  the  CAC  had  any  clout  on  decision  making.  He  noted  that  his 
proposal  several  years  ago  for  a  cross-park  tunnel  from  7th  to  10th  Avenue  was  ignored. 

Mr.  Greg  Miller  proposed  that  dynamic  signs  be  installed  along  approach  routes  to  the  Concourse 
that  would  let  people  know  when  the  garage  is  full  and  where  back-up  parking  locations  can  be 
found.  Sandra  Treacy  asked  what  was  the  plan  if  the  garage  was  full.  Where  would  cars  be 
directed? 

Ms.  Duffey  suggested  that  the  Shuttle  could  be  used  during  big  events  to  bring  people  from 
remote  parking  areas. 

Ms.  Tomasita  Medal  recommended  a  new  entrance  design  for  the  Park  at  9th  Avenue  and  Lincoln 
that  was  elegant  and  uncluttered. 

6)  Other  Business 

Committee  members  asked  to  see  the  Bureau  of  Engineering  Landscape  Plans  for  10'  and  Fulton. 
Ms.  Oishi  reported  that  the  design  has  been  responsive  to  public  comments  and  included  winding 
paths.. 

7)  Future  Meetings

4)  Report  of  Environmental  Compliance  Monitor  and  Recent  and  Future 
Construction  Activities 

Ms.  Marilyn  Duffey  from  the  Duffey  Company  reported  on  the  ECM.  The  garage 
construction  is  nearing  completion.  The  north  pod  will  be  covered  with  soil  soon  and  the 
south  pod  is  approximately  six  weeks  behind. 

The  vent  shafts  are  to  be  located  to  the  right  of  the  connecting  tunnel  and  to  the  side  of 
the  Sir  Francis  Scott  Key  monument.  The  fans  will  be  inaudible  and  will  be  monitored. 
MCCP  will  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  vents. 

Construction  trucks  have  been  tracking  sand  and  had  to  be  mitigated. 

The  no  parking  signs  at  MLK  at  9th  and  Lincoln  are  working  fairly  well.  DPT  will  ticket 
and  possibly  tow  those  cars  that  are  in  violation  of  the  parking  restrictions. 

Richard  Coffin  asked  for  DPT  to  stripe  the  area  near  Lincoln  to  prevent  cars  from 
narrowly  turning  off  of  Lincoln  onto  MLK.  The  parked  cars  served  to  slow  traffic  and 


without  them  there  may  present  a  hazard.  He  also  commented  that  the  roads  in  the  area 
are  falling  apart  and  need  to  be  repaved. 

Tomasita  Medal  agrees  that  it  would  be  a  disgrace  to  have  a  new  and  beautiful  roadway 
surrounding  the  Concourse  area  and  the  adjacent  roadways  be  tattered. 

Ms.  Duffey  invited  the  CAC  to  come  out  to  see  the  construction  area,  because  in  three 
weeks  the  facility  will  be  completely  covered.  She  also  invited  the  CAC  to  comment  on 
the  Pedestrian  Safety  Study.  Comments  will  be  received  through  April.  Julia  Kay,  the 
committee  secretary,  will  send  the  study  to  those  members  who  have  yet  to  see  it. 

5)  Other  Business 

Michele  Stratton  commented  on  the  by-laws  change  that  was  in  the  minutes  of  February 
22nd  regarding  CAC  reporting  to  the  GGPCA  board.  That  item  needs  to  be  agendized. 

Ms.  Stratton  also  asked  the  CAC  members  about  their  personal  involvement  in  the 
restriction  of  the  southern  entrance  and  how  they  might  misrepresent  the  CAC  in  such 
discussions.
